Stemboli and Etna Are in 


Active Eruption—Island 


of Stomboli Has Been Turned Into a Desert. 
Showers of Ashes Cause Panic at Naples. 


Messina, Gicily, May !!.—Craters have 
opehed in Mounts Actna and Stromboli, 
whose eruptions are increasing. 

The observatories of Messina and Ca- 
tania continue to register earth shocks, 
but they are very light. 

The alarm of the population of this is- 
land ig growing, especially arnong the in- 
habitants of the viliages in the luxuriant 
zone around Mount tAetna, although the 
afmector of the Catalina observatory, 
which is not far from the volceno, has 
assured the people that they are in no 
danger. 

The smoke and flames issuing from the 
main crater of Mount Aetna are visible 
for a long distance. 

The eruptions of the Aetna and Strom- 
boli voleamoes increased gg the night 
wore on. Quantities of redhot projec- 
tiles are being thrown from Aetna in all 
directions. There are continued loud ex- 
plosions and earth shocks. Thee latter 
a@re especially severe at the Aetna ob- 
servatory, which is at an elevation of 
9,000 feet and only 1,700 feet from 
the crater. The observatory ilies above 
the forest district, where scarcely ani- 
mal life exists. In winter thig point ig 
covered with snow and in summer with 
dry lava. 

A few weeks ago Stromboli was cov- 
ered with rich vegetation; now the island 
is stricken and desolate.

Frank A. Perrett, of New York, assist- 
ant director of the royal obeervatory 
on Mount Vesuvius, and the companion 
of Professor Matteucci, the director of 
the observatory during the eruption of 
Vesuvius in April, 1809, returned here 
today after having visited Mounts Etna 
and Strombol, making important obser- 
vations and taking interesting photo- 
graphs. He said: 

“The disturbances much resemble those 
which preceded the eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius iast year. The smoke is now 
more dense and the dynamic force in the 
main crater has increased. The roaring 
of the volcanoes and the violent dischaTge 
give the impression that strong eruptions 
are imminent.” 

A portion of the main crater of Strom- 
boli has fallen in, causing a more active 
eruption. It seems to have affected the 
sea, which is most agitated near the 
Scientists have expressed the 
opinion that possibly a submarine orater 
may have opened and that it is causing 
‘the aquatic disturbance. 

Showers of Ashes Alarm Naples. 

Naples, May !!.—Enormous clouds of 
ashes appeared this afternoon from the 
sea, darkened the sky and fell on the 
town. Considerable apprehension was 
felt when it was realized that the clouds 
were ashes and cinders from Mounts Etna 


and Stromboli. A similar phenomenon 
was noticed along the southern coast, 
and caused panics in several places.

The train caught fire immediately 
after the wreck, but the fire was ex- 
tinguished by passengers of the two 
rear coaches who were uninjured. The 
injured were hurled all over the en- 
gine, and many of the passengers were 
burned and scalded to death by escap- 
ing steam. Some of them were muti- 
lated beyond recognition. The first 
man to reach Lompoc from the wreck, 
a few minutes before 9 o'clock tonight, 
said he had counted ten dead who had 
been taken from the wreckage and 
laid beside the track. ! 

A score or more were terribly in- 
jured. Many others received less se- 
rious injuries. 

Wreck Occurred on Level Stretch. 

The wreck occurred on a _ ievel 


roadbed is of sand at this point and 


the broken cars ploughed into it and 
were half buried in it. The fireman 
The engi- 
neer was injured about the head and 
wandered down the track in a dazed 
condition, toward Surf, 5 miles dis- 
tant. He had almost reached that 
place when overtaken and carried back 
to the scene of the wreck. 

The wrecking train had reakhed the 
spot from Santa Barbara with a large 
mumber of physicians and nurses on 
board. The injured were given im- 
mediate attention. They were placed 
with all speed on the train to be taken 
either to Santa Barbara or San Luis 
Obispo. 

The names of the shriner temples 
whose members were on board were 
not known to the man who brought 
the news to Lompoe. 

He had not stopped to get the names 
of any, dead or injured.

Reception to General Kuroki and 
Other Visitors One of the Most 
Brilliant Functions Ever 
Given at the White 
House.

Washington, D. C., May !!.—One of 
the most brilliant functions eves given 
at the white house, was the dinner to- 
night by President Roosevelt in honor of 
General Kuroki, the Duke De Abruzzi, 
Vice Admiral Ijuin anq other represen- 
tatives of foreign powers, who have 
come to visit the Jamestown exposi- 
tion, Covers were laid for twenty-nine. 
The state dining room was used for the 
occasion, the table decorations being 
composed of pink and white roses. The 
gilt plateau and candelabra also were 
used. The whole building was  hand- 
somely illuminated. 

In the Red Room. 

The gwests assembled in the red room, 
and promptly at 8 o'clock President 
Roosevelt entered the blue room, where 
they were received. The Uniteqa States 
marine band, which was stationed in the 
lobby, furnished the music. 

The dinner was over by 10 o’clock, 
at which hour Viscount Aoki, the Jap- 
anese ambassador, gave a_ reception, 
which was attended by all those who 
went to the white house and by many 
others prominent in the official and so- 
cial circles of Washington. 

The distinguished foreigners were di- 
vided into two sight-seeing parties to- 
day:, The larger one including most of 
the foreign naval officers and a few for- 
eign army officers, made a pilgrimage 
to the home of George Washington, at 
Mount Vernon. The other party, com- 
posed mostly of army officers, went to 
Fort Meyer, and witnessed a special drill 
by a troop of the Thirteenth cavalry and 
a battery of field artillery.

ACAINST SOUTH 


Subject Is Discussed in. Re-

MANY COMPLAINTS ARE MADE 


Commissioner Bogart Says He Has 
Revoked License of One Labor 
Agency—Most of Complaints 
Made by Men Who Have 
Been Employed in 
Railroad Building. 


New York, May I'l.—‘‘Peonage’”’ in the 
south js discusseqg by Commissioner of 
Licenses John N. Bogart, in his annual 
report, which was submitted to Mayor 
McClellan today. The commissioner as- 
serts thaf® most of the hardships com- 
Plained of by the men sent from New 
York to southern labor camps are di- 
rectly due to the state authorities in 
Statess where people are imprisoned for 
debt. New York employment agencies 
Send to southern states an average of 
thirty thousand men a year. The com- 
missioner says that investigation of 
charges of peonage led him to revoke 
the license of one of the largest laborér 
agencies in the city for giving false in- 
formation concerning employment to 
men sent south. 

Condition of Complainants. ° 


He also tells of correspondence with 
Governor Broward, of Florida, on the 
subject, and adds: 

“The complainants, who came to this 
office, were men either in poor physical 
condition, oer quite young; at any rate, 
incapable of continuing at hard work. 
Their transportation charges were ad- 
vanced by the railroad construction com- 
pany, and they had signed agreements 
to work until the railroad company was 
reimbursed, a certain amount toward 
that end being deducted’ each week from 
their wages. 

“Some of them were forced to give up 
the work, however, before the transpor- 
tation charges were repaid, thus placing 
themselves in debt to the railroad com- 
pany, and making them amenable to 
the debt laws of the state of Florida. 

Series of Hardships. 

“Then followed the serles of hardships 
complained of by the men.

PIERCE FIGHTS 
TO ESCAPE TEAAS 


Oil Magnate Doesn't Want to 
Face Perjury Charge 


SHERIFF WAITS FOR PIERCE 


And Will Start at Once for Texas 
When the Habeas Corpus Suit Is 
Decided — Pierce Shakes 
Hands With Texas 
Sheriff. 


St. Lowis, Mo., May !!.—After hear- 


ing arguments today in the United 
States circuit court concerning the 
habeas corpus writ applied for by 
counsel representing H. Clay Pierce, 
chairman of the executive board of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, to pre- 
vent him from being taken to Texas 
to answer to an indictment charging 
perjury in an affidavit at Austin, Tex., 
in May, 1900, Judge Adams this after- 
noon took the case under advisement 
until May 165. 
Texas Sheriff on Hand. 

Sheriff G. S. Mathews, of Austin, sat 
in the court room ready to take Pierce 
to Texas tonight in case Judge Adams 
denied the writ. 

When the cdurt announced at the 
conclusion of lengthy argument by 
Judge H. 8. Priest, for Pierce, and 
Judge Shepard. Barclay, for Texas, 
that the case would be taken under 
advisement, Mr. Pierce told the court 
that he was anxious to g0 to New 
York, and asked for an immediate de- 
cision, but Judge Adams would not 
consent to an immediate decision, re- 
marking to Pierce's counsel: 

“Mr. Pierce must be in St. Louis next 
Wednesday, and he may then g0 to 
New York if he is permitted to do so.’ 

When court convened Mr. Pierce oc- 
cupied a seat between his lawyers, Priest 
and Johnson, and was conversing with 
Johnson when Sheriff Matthews came in. 
Johnson shook hands with the sheriff 
and turning introduced him to Pierce. 

Fierce Greets Texas Sheriff. 

“Oh, you're the sheriff from Texas. 
I’m pleased to meet you,’ said Mr. 
Pierce, warmly smiling as he shook 
hands with the sheriff. ‘“&t down,” 
added Mr. Pierce, indicating a chair 
near by, and Sheriff Matthews took the 
chair, nothing more passing between the 
two. 

Attorney H. S. Priest, for the defen- 
dant, asserted the defense would show 
that the Texas indictment was based on 
alleged false swearing and that it would 
be shown that Mr. Pierce had not made 
a false oath. Attorttéy Priest algo con- 
tended that the affidavit was made in 
Austin, Tex., two days after the reor- 
ganization of the Waters-Pilerce Oil 
Company and that the company was 
not @ party to any pool, trust, combina- 
tion or confederation in restraint og 
trade; that the cotnpany had been oust- 
ed from Texas on the grounds of viola- 


tion of the laws and this oath was 


_of Travis county. He took up the indict- 
‘| ment section by section and discussed it 


necessary for its readmission. 

After Attorney Priest had outlined the 
éefense Judge Shepard B. Clay, of St. 
Louls, representing the state of Texas, 
told the court he had prepared a motion 
settings up that no federal question had 
been developed in. Pierce’s arrest to 
Chief of Police Greecy’s turn to habeas 
corpus proceedings and that this was 
not a caee for federal jurisdiction. 

“Our contention will be,’ said Judge 
Barclay, ‘“‘that nothing has been de- 
veloped in this tase that involves fed- 
eral cognizance. The only questions 
raised are those for the courts of Texas 
to consider. 

The treaty between the United States 
and Texas gives the governor of Mis- 
souri the right to deliver a prtsoner to 
the state of Texas independent of the 
federal government. 

The Argument for Pierce. 

Judge Priest began arguments in be- 
half of Pierce by offering as exhibits 
copies of the extradition papers honor- 
ed by Governor Folk and of the indict- 
ment returned by the Texas grand jury 


at length. He declared that as the Wa- 
ters-Pierce O11 Company did not exist 
until May 29, 1900, it was not possible 
for it to hae entered into any pool or 
trust before that time.’ The indictment 
charges that the company was in a pool 
and trust from January 31, !900, to 
May 3!, 1900, and on every day during 
that time wis engaged in issuing trust 
certificates to agents of the Standard 
Oil Company. Judge Priest declared 
that the averments were reckless and 
not made for the purpose of bringing 
the petitioner to justice, but for some 
other purpose which he did not men- 
tion. He said the indictment showed 
by its construction that there had been 
no witnesses examined by the grand jury 
or they had not properly considered the 
matter. 

Judge Priest declared that nothwigh- 
standing the “outside literature of the 
day’’ there was ample law for the dis- 
eharge of the prisoner by the court. He 
contended that the indictment was a 
mere expression of the apinion of the 
Texas grand jury. He also declared there 
was, ample precedent for the court to 
xercise jurisdiction in this case and in- 
quire into the sufficiency of the indict- 
ment himself, that being, he said, the 
only evidence on what the prisoner was 
held. 

The Argument for Texas. 


Following Attorney Priest, argu- 
ments were presented by Judge Bar- 
clay, representing Texas. He discussed 
the federal court's jurisdiction. He de- 
clared that the supreme court of the 
United States had decided that the 
only inquiry permissible was one of 
jurisdiction. He said that it was only 
necessary to show that the extradition 
proceedings had been regular, that the 
sufficiency of the indictment did not 
enter into the case at all. Judge Bar-) 
clay quoted from a federal decision 
that the judgment of another court, 
right or wrong, is impregnable to col- 
lateral attack. He declared that the 
proceeding here was a collateral at- 
tack on an indictment found by a 
Texas court. 

“Habeas corpus ought never to be 
resorted to except in the last extreme 
ity, said Judge Barclay. “Think of 
the scandal that would result from the, 
adoption of such a principle. If this 
court decides that it has purisdiction 
in this case, then every other federal 
court could do likewise. Even’ the 
probate judge in the county in which 
an offender might be found could in- 
quire into the sufficiency of an indict- 
ment returned in another county.

This was another thing that the man 
had not counted upon—woman’s curi- 
osity.

Some 4ars Were Operated in 
San Francisco -Saturday, 


FIRECRACKER CAUSED PANIC 


It Exploded Under Car and People 
Thought It Was Dynamite—Only 
About a Thousand Passen. 
gers Were Carried Dur. 
ing the Dkby. 


San Francisco, May !!.—For the first 
‘time since the commencement of the 
Street car strike a week ago the United 
railroads today operated cars in passen- 
ger traffic. Until 5 o’clock in the eve- 
ning about 1,000 men and women were 
carried. Only two of the twenty lines 
were operated. 

Ten cars were run with five minutes’ 
headway. Fifteen cars were run from 
the barn to tSanton, on Stanton to Page 
to Devissidro, to Sutter, to Market and 
back over the same route. One hundred 
and twenty-five nonunion motormen and 


Cars Were Guarded, 
About five hundred police guarded the 
streets. Acts of violence occurred at 
various points and hoots and jeers were 


mingled with cheers and shouts of ap- 
proval, but no serious outbreaks follow-« 
ed this attempt to resume operations, 

Officials of the United Railroads ex- 
pressed no elation at the day’s results, 
They say if five hundred policemen are 
required to make it possible the carrying 
of passengers in twenty-five cars over 
2 miles, they have no great hope that 
the seven hundred officers composing the 
force will be able to safeguard 450 carg 
on twenty lines, 250 miles in length. 

A loud explosion, accompanied by 
some flame and considerable smoRe, oc- 
curred under a car on Sutter street near 
Steiner. No damage was done, though 
the car was delayed for several minutes 
by the great crowd which immediate- 
ly collected. It was evident that. the 
explosive missile contained no dynamite, 
as at first reported, and probably was 
nothing more dangerous than a large 
bomb of the firecracker type.

rangements for Invasion of 
Guatemala From Honduras, 
Cubrera Well Prepared 
to Meet Attack. 


Mexico City, May I1l.—It was learned 
here today that General Salvador Toleda, 
who assisted Genera] Barrillas in the last 
Guatemaulan revolution, and who is des- 
ignated as the leader of the coming revo- 
lution against the Cabrera government of 
Guaemala, is now en route to New Or- 
leans, and will come to Mexico within a 
week or ten days. 

Every Guatemalan ‘revolutionary junta 
in Central America, ang the United 
States and Mexico is now actively at 
work on plans for the new revolution 
against President Pstrada Cabrera, and 
i: is believed that the actual fighting in 
Guatemala will begin within thirty days. 

To Invade Guatemala. 

General Toledo ts said to have com- 
pleted arrangements for the invasion of 
Guatemala from the Honduran border 
before leaving Mesian, Nicaragua, where 


Further arrangements will be m&de in 
New Orleans and from that place he wil! 
proceed to Mexico to confer with the 
Guatemalan exiles in this city.

“Cockrell was a bad man; I am giad 
he is killed, and, as county judge, will 
take no steps to find out his mur- 
derer.’’

Whilst -upon a visit to 
the United States to study the commer- 
cial systems across the Atlantic, Alex- 
ender Baring had not been wholly ab-

the then richest: man in: the states. 
Alexander’s: wife brought him a fortune 
of over £1,000,000,, and the ‘whole of

A Celossal Loan to France. 

Upon the occasion of the Duc de Rich- 
elieu uttering those words—including the 
baring Brothers among the great pow- 
ers of Europe—the firm had come to the 
assistance of his country at a critical 
moment. France was overrun by uer 
enemies. The French: government was 
at its wit’s end for money. The Bar- 
sugs came to its end by lending it £1,- 
000,000 at & per cent, The loan was at 
the time regarded as on of a somewhat 
Tisky description, but Alexander Haring 
took a diferent view of it. He did not 
entertain the idea of loss for a mo- 
ment, 

It was one of those transactions which 
gained for Alexander Baring the title, 
in financial circles, of ‘‘Alexander the 
Great.’’ He bore his part in many such. 
and he was a man who, in the words 
of one of the great continental finan- 
ciers, “thought in millions and seemed 
to regard them as counters.’’ 


‘Alexander the Great.’’ 

“Alexander the Great’ was somewhat 
deceptive as regards personal appearance. 
None would have imagined, to look at 
the plainly-dressed man—somewhat in- 
clined,’ at times, to shabbiness—that he 
was the man who wielded millions, and 
the man whom. the potentates of the 
earth were occasionally exceedingly 
pleased to have as their friend. His town 
resiience was not so absorbed in finance 
as not to have time to devote to en- 
couraging painting and literature. He 
was also fond of music. 

Not more than a dozen or so peers 
have attained to a place in the house of 
lords from the ranks of commerce, Only 
in most recent times has the prejudice 
in favor of keeping the house a select 
assemblaSe of representatives of great 
landed interests been somewhat relaxed 
in favor of th men who have achieved 


- something jn the world’s progress. ‘“‘Alex- 


ander the Great’ was one of the first 
Barings to win his way to a seat fn the 
assembly. He was made Baron Ashbur- 
ton, 

Romantic Choice of a Title. 

His choice of a title was connected 
with a rather romantic circumstance. A 
daughter of his ancestors, the poor La- 
theran minister of Bremen, a sister of 
the cloth manufacturer of Lar«vear, had 
fascinated by her beauty and goodness 
of heart a famous barrister named Dun- 
ning, who, eome years after their mar- 
Yiage, became -q judge by the title. of 
Baron Ashburton. But the heirs of the 
marriage had failed and the title had 
become extinct. When it became the turn | 
of Alexander to choose a title he remem- 
bereq that which had been borne by. the 
brilliant husband of the dothmaker’s sis- 
ter. 

Assassination of Lord Mayo. 

In January, !672, a man in civilian 
dress, escorted by some officers in the 
uniform of the British army, and by a 
small crowd of following officials, was 
one day engaged in inspecting the ter- 
rible surroundings of the convicts in the 
Andaman Islands. The man was Lord 
Mayo, Viceroy of India. Lord Mayo was 
interesteg in the question of how the 
conilition of the wretched criminals | 


upraised knife gleamed in the rays of 
the gun and descended. ‘The next moment 
the viceray had fallen back beneath the 
mortal stroke of that murderous blade. 
The assassin had done his mad work! 
Before the sun went down the viceroy 
of India was dead. 
Lord Cromer’s First Appointment. 
A Baring was chosen to succeed him— 
Thomas Baring, a gran&son of Sir 
Francis, whe had become.iLord North- 
brook some six years previously—and he 
teok with him .to India, as his private 
secretary, a young artillery officer, a 
cousin of his—Evelyn, a young man of 
whom no one at that time had formed 
bright hopes. He was reserved, abrupt in 


manner, and inclined to be somewhat 


autocratic in his carrying out such mat- 
ters as were confided to him. Evelyn 
Baring, it was decided among those who 
knew. him, was a man who had “pecu- 
liarities’ that would be serious draw- 
backs fo his making a success.in the 
diplomatic service. Such was the man 
who was subsequently to become the 
British ruler of Egypt! 

“He is a man of the most remarkable 
ability, if you can only stand him,” said 
one of the keenest of those with whom 
he was brought into contact. And .those 
he served became gmickly convinced that 
young Baring’s ability Was such as to 
make it worth while standing a great 
deal in order to have its benefit. 

Uncrowned King of Egypt. 

He was a prodigious worker. The ear- 
liest hours in the morning and the latest 
hours at night found him engaged in his 
duties. 

“And,’’ said one who worked with him, 
“he has the faculty of doing more in an 
hour than most men can get through in 
a day.” 

The most appalling complications and 
difficulties had no terrors for him, He 
was ever cool, calm, clear-headed, and 
full of resource. When Egypt was discov- 
ered to be in a state of bankruptcy in 
1877, and it was necessary for someone 
to be sent there on behalf of bi-..sh in- 
terests to see what could be done to set 
the finances of the country straight, Ev- 
élyn Baring wes the man chosen. For the 
last twenty-four years he has been prac- 
ically the ruler of the country. When 
his appointment was made known a sar- 
castic colleague of the diplomatic service 
composed this verse: 


The virtues of patience are known, 
But I think that when put to the 
touch | 
The people of Egypt will own, with @ 
groan, 
There’s an evil in Baring too much. 


The sontewhat caustic prophecy proved 
by no means a correct one. Under Ev- 
elyn Baring’s superintendancehe wus 
created Earl Cromer in 1892—Egypt has 
found itself called upom to bear simply 
a@ marvelous increase in prosperity. 

Once again a descendant of the Devon- 
shire clothmaker has done good service 
to the land of his ancestor’s adoption. 
lf Britain has proved a land of milk 
and honey to the Barings, it kas received 
excellent services from them in return.

The 
man who spanned the last gap and 
brought the Saxo-Norman civilization 
to the shores of Japan, Ranald McDon- 
ald, deserves, an imperishable place 
among the list of those who are the 
forerunners of empire. The statue in 
his honor will be the first recogni- 
tion of this kind given to this man who 
did so much for the world. 

Thousands upon thousands of years 
ago the tide of humanity set out upon 
its westward flow, Babylon, Assyria, 
| Egypt, Greece, Rome, arose, flourished 
and fell; and on the ruins of the dark 
ages arose modern Europe. For a long 
time the westward tide had dashed in 
vain against the barrier of the Atlan- 
tic. The crusades that originated in 
western Europe and in Britain were 
merely backwashes of this interrupted 
flow. But finally Christopher Colum- 
bus navigated the great unknown, and 
once again the race of men, trickled 
westward.

cific and complete the circle. It has 
taken several thousand years, and the 
lives of half a dozen mighty races and 
empires, but in the end men conquered, 
and the man of the farthest west trod 
the Orient shore of the Pacific where 
was once the cradle of the race. 

Eva Emery Dye, the Oregon author 
whose book, “McDonald of Oregon,” 
deals with the life of this splendid 
pioneer, is the originator of the sug- 
gestion that a monument should be 
erected at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
fair, which is to be held from June 1 
to October. 15, 1909, to the memory of 
McDonald. The suggestion was wel-

The blood of two races of kings ran 
in McDonald’s veins, for his  grand- 
ather’s father, The McDonald, was a 
descendant of the old Scottish kings, of 
the days when Scotland looked to Holy- 
rood instead of Westminster. His 
mother was “Raven, the Beautiful,’’ 
whose father, Cumcumly, was hereditary 
chief of the Chinook. 

McDonaid’s history reads like pure 
romance. Archibald McDonald, his fa- 
ther, was qa Hudson Bay Company fac- 
tor in the palmy days of that company, 
when its operations stretched from the 
great inland sea that gives it its name 
to the California border, and from the 
Aleutian islands to the woods of Maine. 
The father himself was q notable pion- 
eer, and led this small company of white

One of hits early experi- 
ences was the witnessing of a wreck 
of a Japanese vessel on the Oregofi 
oast. On board were a number of 
apanese children, and these were 
brought up with the other children of 
the, settlement, and McDonald played 
with them aq great deal, and absorbed 
from them all they had to teach, and 
from them he probably got his first 
taste of curiosity about the lands beyond 
the sea. 

After finishing his education at Fort 
Garry, now Winnipeg, McDonald visited 
in Ontario, where he was articled 4s 4 
bank clerk in the city of St. Thomas. 
That, however, was too slow for his wild 
blood, and in 1846 he drifted to New 
York, and shipped before the mast. 

The ship reached Japan, which was 
then a closed land, in which no for- 
eigner was allowed to set foot. Me- 
Donald, remembering the stories of his 
shipwrecked schoolmates, begged the 
captain to put him ashore, where he 
woulg make it appear as if he were a 
castaway, which Captain Lawrence 8B. 
Edwards reluctantly did. The Japanese 
believing McDonald to be the only one 
of a ship's crew left alive, while they 
imprisoned him, did not ili] treat him. 
He was kept busy in prison teaching 
the English language to Japanese stu- 
dents, and several hours a day was spent 
in this manner for many montha.

Weather conditions, unseasonable al- 
most beyond precedent, have retarded 
retail trade and agriculture to an extent 
that cannot yet be measured, but the 
loss will be considerable. Spring opened 
with the brightest prospects for business 
and crops, but record-breaking results 
cannot longer be attained. May thus far 
has brought complaints of excessive cold 
from almost every section of the coun- 
try and in many cases it is found that 
mercantile collections have been slow on 
that account. Freight congestion is re- 
lieved, however, and traffic is very heavy, 
partly in preparation for fall and winter 
husiness, which is viewed with confil- 
dence, while last year’s pressure caused 
a big movement of coal and attractive 
prices bring a vast tonnage of wheat to 
primary markets. The outlook in the 
dron and steel industry was never 
brighter. Steel rails are constantly or- 
dered, much new business being in light 
rails for trolley lines, and makers 
agricultural implements are purchasing 
very freely. 

Textile mills are still actively engaged, 
as a rule, but in the primary markets 
there ig some irregularity. Cotton goods 
are no cheaper, but the effect of the 
backward season on retail trade is felt 
in all departments. Business at first 
hands is more active on forward con- 
tracts than for quick delivery and there 
is less offering of premiums for spot 
goods.

SEABOARD'S TAX 
RETURNS ARE IN

Remarkable Results Shown 
by Statement of Atlanta 
and West Point. 


The Seaboard Air Line Railway Com- 
pany made its annual tax returns to 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright yes- 


terday. 

The Seaboard’s total returns this 
year are $10,097,996, of which the fran- 
chise is $1,608,866.

The annual return of the Atlanta and 
West Potnt Railroad Company on its 
line between Atlanta and West Point 
shows a total of §4476.477.84 of 
which $743,189 is franchise. The to- 
tal return shows an increase of about 
$47,000 over that of last year, when 
the total was $2,429,699. The results 
of the operation of this line are the 
most remarkable of any in the state. 
It has outstanding $1,232,000 of com- 
mon stock and the same amount of 
bonds. Its gross income for the year 
was $1,!13$,993.14, and its operating ex- 
penses, taxes, interest on bonds and 
dividends on stock amounted to $9065,- | 
383.81, leaving a surplus above ail ex- 
penditures of every class of $208,609.33.

COOK IS NAMED 
AS DELEGATE 


To Represent State at Con- 
vention on Uninfermity in 
Weights and Measures, 


Secretary of State Philip Cook was 
yesterday appointed by Governor Ter- 
rell as'a delegate from Georgia to a 
convention which will b held at the 


bureau of standards in Washington 
on May !6 at !0 o'clock a m. fer the 
purpose of taking into consideration 
the question of securing @ uniform law

Story of Development of Department--How Atlanta Has Been Given Force Free from Domination of Factional Politics. 
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OR the first time in its history 
F Atlanta has a police force fully 

organized under civil service, 
and it is doubtful if there is a finer 
police body to be found anywhere in 


the country. 

For the first time in history of the 
police force of the city there 
chief who is absolutely in full 
trol of the department. 

It was fortunate that just as “civil 
service was inaugurated in the city 
there should be two such men at the 
front as Chief Henry Jennings and 
Chairman Morris Brandon, one ‘* fully 
capable to perform the duties of the 
chief executive, and the other with but 
one object in view, and that to give 
Atlanta as good a police force as 
brains and money can make. One 
took up the reins with a determina- 
tion to guide with an unerring hand; 
‘the other was willing he should hold 
the reins so long as he shows. that he 
is a man to be trusted with them. 

So far this arrangement has 
the utmost satisfaction and it is be- 
lieved that it will continue to insure 
to the city a police organization o 
the greatest efficiency. 

That civil service should have been 
inaugurated in the police department 
at a time when there was no longer 
any factionalism in the board was an- 
other most fortunate thing, for there 
have been times in the past when there 
were factions, whatever may be said 
to the contrary, and if there had been 
such factions at this time it might 
have resulted in giving civil service 
a bad start which it would have taken 
years to overcome. 

There being an entire absence of all 
factionalism in the board, the present 
force was selected with the greatest 
care and with the most perfect, har- 
mony. There is but one maxim, and 
it was: 

“For Atlanta.” 

The Man at the Helm. 

Chief Henry Jennings has served a 
good life time in the service of the 
city. He is a man of undoubted nerve, 
fearless when it comes to doing his 
duty. and ripe with that experience 
which so well fits a man for anv work 
in life. 

He has under him three as good cap- 
tains as ever wore the shoulder straps 
in the police service. His field and 
station sergeants are all men who 
were promoted because of efficiency 
and good character. 

The entire personnel of the force is 
what is called in the mercantile world 
A No.!. All the “sorry fellows” have 
been weeded out from time to time for 
the past 4 or 5 years and there have 
been left standing only those who are 
of true worth. : 

Inethis connection it may be well to 
state the manner in which the board se- 
lected Atlanta’s first civil service force.

“In 848 a little railroad 
which had been temporarily christen- 
ed Marthasville, suddenly put on the 
airs of a newly born city. It was called 
Atlanta, and those who were respon- 
sible for its birth decided that a police- 
man was necessary. One marshal was 
enough to look after the people, and Mr. 
Matt Lester was chosen to fill that po- 
sition. Fifty years ago Marshal Lester 
arrested those who disturbed the peace 
and good order of the baby city. and he 
never dreamed, perhaps, of what his 
police department would be half a cen- 
tury later.

History of Ciwvis Service. 


Several years ago the question of civil 
service in the department was agitated. 
At that time there were factions in th: 
police board, each trying to get control 
oi the police machinery. Both were act- 
uated by the same patritotic impulses, 
no doubt, but each may havet hought the 
other side was wrong. Any way, it is 
said. this strife kept civil service in th2 
background. 

Finally a resolution was introduced in 
the board about six or eight years ago, 
calling upon the city council to institute 
civil service in the departments. The res- 
clution passed by a vote of 4to3. The 
three decided to make a minority report, 
ecmething that was never done before in 
the body. This was another factton 
fight, and the result was that the matter 
was sidertacked. 

About three years ago a second effort 
was made to institute clvil service, and 
there was such a clamor for it by the 
people, who were tired of the police boar4 
wrangle, that council took up the matter 
with the result that a charter amendment 
was secured and a civil service ordinance 
passed. 

Just prior to the pasage of the ordi- 
nance, an entire force had been elected, 
and that election was dominated by fa-- 
tionalism, it was said. There followel 
a@ great ‘‘coup de’tat.”” The faction that 
had its men in office did not want an- 
other general election, so the men were 
asked to resign so there could be an elec-

S April, found a good many daugh- 
ters gathered in Washington to 


Prepare for the coming Daughters of the 
American congress. 

Heretofore credentials have been de- 
livered to state regents for distribution 
to chapter regents and delegates or their 
alternates. This year chapter regents or 
their alternates were required to apply 
at headquarters for their own creden- 
tials and all were requested to register. 

Because of this new rule a great many 
‘were present on Saturday who had never 
before reacheg Washington unti] Mon- 
day or Tuesday morning. 

The consequence was that when con- 
sress was formally opened on Monday 
morning we were familiar with the work 
ahead of us, and well posted on The most 
important issues of the meeting. 

On Monday morning, ‘April 15, 1907, 
the sixteenth continental congress, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
was called to order by the president gen- 
eral, Mrs. Donald McLean. 

“America” wag sung, led by Percy Fos- 
ter and Miss Bertha Heustis. 

Our chaplain general, Mrs. Tennis 
Hamlin, read a short passage from the 
Bible, and in beautiful words prayeg for 
divine guidance in the work before us. 


Mrs McLean’s Address. 


Mrs. MclLean’s address followed and, 
as usual, wag bright, sparkling, sensible 
and businesslike. ‘ 

A good many daughters had wondered 
where so much money could Nave been 
spent to make so little show for the last 
year. 

When Mrs. McLean mentioned the heat- 
ing plant and the amount necessary to 
install that ‘wonderfully comforting a‘p- 
paratus, called to their attention the ac- 
tual improvements completed, question- 
ing ceased, and all were satisfied that 
our president general and. the finance 
committee understood their ‘business, 


Responses were made to this address 
by ‘Mrs. R. E. Park, vice president gen- 
eral of Georgia, and by others from Illi- 
nois, Rhode Island, Texas, New Hamp- 
shire ang Nebraska. 

After singing the ‘“‘Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,’’ Captain Richmond Pearson Hob- 
son was introduced as a messenger from 
the peace congress, then asembled in 
New York. 

He was most enthusiastically greeted 
by the daughters and responded to their 
welcome in eloquent words and begged 
for their hearty cooperation. 

A rising vote of thanks was given him, 
and he was instructed to report that the 
daughters were “in for peace and not 
for war.”’ 

In the afternoon Mrs. Charlotte Emer- 
son (Main, chairman of the crettentials 
committee, reported twelve hundred and 
two accredited voters. 

Then followed the roll call, the report 
Mrs. Alexander Patten, and the adop- 
tion of resolutions indorsing the move- 
ment of furthering international peace, 
and advocating that tne nations contrib- 
ute one-tenth of | per cent now being 
spent in war to the attainment of peace. 

The musical reception, given by the 
Memorial Continental hall committee for

A prominent tobacco importer of this 
city says The New York Evening Post, 
wus aSked the other day whether there 
was anything extraordinary in the gift 
of $2.69 cigars sent to King Edward 
VII by Baron Rotschild. The baron, it 
appears, is accustomed to Bend to the 
British ruler a box of these expensive 
‘“‘smokes’’ once in ever year. 

“That's: not g record price by any 
means,’ replied the importer. 

“You can get ihem as high as $5,’ 
he added. ‘Look at the Hanava price 
list, here. You se this one? It costs 
wholesale, without duty, $1.50. ‘The 
duty is somewhere in the neighborhood 
ot 30 per cent. Lie cigar when we get 
it wili sell for $4. “Yur profit, there- 
fore, will be mure than 30 per cent. 
However, we don’t have enough de- 
mand for such cigars to make a for- 
tune on them. 

“The only time anybody. buys such a 
thing is when he wishes to give it 
away or to use it for some specially 
elaborate dinner. For instance, the 
Other day, a Wall street speculator had 
a birthday, and several of his friends 
came to me and bought these $4 cigars 
to send to him. Each friend bought 
only one. We wrapped up the cigars 
in fancy paper and put them in ornate,’ 
gilt-lettered boxes for shipment to the 
speculator. I remember, too, a dinner! 
given. by a broker, at which a dozen’ 
of the cigars were distributed by the, 
host. 

“The guests at that dinner were in) 
hard luck. I Know, for I saw the ef-, 
fects of a $4 simoke on ong of my'! 
friends. I gave him one of the cigars! 
‘and watched him burn it up. The feat, 
required about two hours, and when he’ 
was through he told me he felt like 1 
wreck. He said he'd stop smoking al-' 
together if her had to use that sort! 
of a cigar regularly. No; it wasn’t the 
strength—the high-priced ones usuaily' 
are rather mild—it was the time con-' 
sumed in continuously puffirg away 
at the thing. Ordinarily even the mo 
inveterate smoker takes a rest between, 
cigars.

‘I should say that the leaf. for this 
cigar measured about two feet.

We could get lomg leaves up in 
‘Connecticut, but they wouldn't be good 
enough. I've no doubt that there is 
much tobacco of big. sizes in the East 
Indies, but there is no country that 
rivals Cuba in tune quality of its to- 
bacco crop.

But Lady Marcus Beresford takes most 
ipride in what she calls her “garden cat- 


tery,” a @ainty structure covered with 
roses and ivy. ‘In this,” she writes, 
‘“+here are three rooms, provided with 
shelves and all other conveniences which 
edn add to the cats’ comfort or amuse 
ment. ‘The residences of the male cats 
are most complete, for I have given 
them every attention possible. Eath 
married cat has his separate sleaping 
apartments, closed with wire and with 
a run attached. Clore at hand is a large 
square grass run, and in this each gen- 
tleman takes his daily but solitary ex- 
ercise. 
Tom Cats Kept Apart. 


“One of the strongest ruleg.ef the cat- 
tery is that no two males shall ever bea 
left together, for if they were it would 
be a case of ‘when Greek meets Greek. 
I do not wish it to be understood that 
the gentlemen cats are forced to lead 
solitary existences, for they have thei 
reception days for lady visitors, who 
seem to open their eyes in astonishmen:

But even’ deep thinkers and careful writers are somietimes liable to get off 
the track. As an example of this possibility, we quote the following from 
an article entitled “Federal Aid to Stagnation,” in the current igaue of The 
Manufacturers’ Record: 


The 50 business men of Georgia, when they meet at Atlanta on 
_ May 24, may well consider the cert ain ends of the scheme of federal 
aid to education and may well ask whether their state is ready for 
any policy which might involve the mixing of races in the public 
schools as being required particularly for the uplifting of the citizen- 
ship of Georgia, from the standpoint of the national bureau of edu- 
cation in full charge of the directio n of educational activities in the ' 
country. When that bureau is domi nated, as ft certainly would be, by 
the educational trust centered in the genera] education board with 
_ sufficient millions behind it to “determine largely what institutions 
: ‘shell. grow, and in some measure w hat shall stand, still or decay,” and 
“might be able really to determine the character of American educa- 
tion,” as it is put by an Ogdenitish journalist, the men of the coun- 
try, dazzled by the glitter of the géneral educational board's gene- 
‘Palities or confused by its readiness to shift its position inte giving 
its countenance in any form, may be shocked into sensibility. At any 
rate, the business men of Georgia may well ask, “Why should any 
state of the south where wealth has increased during the past six 
years at the rate of $3,000,000 a day consider for @ moment a proposi- 
. tion looking to private philanthropy or. national treasury for assist- 
ance in educating its children righ t?” That means, not federal aid 
to edveation, but federal aid to sta gnation 

In the article from which the: foregoing extract is taken, Mr. Edmonds 
takes issue with the propositionn for federal aid to common school educa- 
tion, basing his opposition upon two grounds which are well illustrated in 
the quotation—namely, that demands for government aid for education are 
equivalent to beggary, a condition calculated to rob ts of that manhood 
which arises from independence, and, further, that the proposition of federal 
aid involves the ultimate danger of the co-education of the races. 

It is a little difficult to understand the ultimate basis of Mr. Edmonds’s 
reasoning, which seems to be comprehended in. the fina] retort, “Ogdenitsm.” 
We have never been able to find the most delicate suggestion that Mr. 
Ogden or any of his entourage, had.in most remote contemplation the asso 
ciation of the races in any educational movement they have sought to en- 
courage. Nobody knows better than they do that the first intimation of 
such an attitude would forever destrroy 2ll prospects which they might have 
of attaining their educational aims. It séems folly to charge men with en- 
tertaining purposes and motives which carry within themselves the germs 
of self-destruction. 

If @ man pays taxes to the state, is it beggary for‘him to ask police 
protection? Or, if to the city, does he beg when he demands the use of 
sanitary carts and paved streets? The United States government collects 
annually in taxes, which the people pay just as effectually as if they drew 
it forth in cash from pocket and passed ft over to the federal collector, $10. 
for every man, woman and. child in the entire country. | 

Based on the census of 1900, which must give now far too low an esti- 
mate, Georgia pays of this amount $22,163,310, nearly ten times as much 
as the state collects in direct taxation from her people, and what do we 
get in return? Occasional sight of a battalion of federal] troops, knowledge 
of a few big battleships carrying our flag upon the high seas and of a pack- 
age marked “Philippines,” bought at an “old hoss” sale, and whose posses- 
sion is causing the tax payers to go deeper and deeper mto their pockets 
as the years pass. 

There is no beggary in asking the right of participation in the results 
of our own toil and effort; we seek only that which is our own. 

Mr. Edmonds puts persistently to the front that same old bogie of race 
co-education with which to frighten the unthinking. But the public has some- 
what outgrown the crow-in-the-cornfield stage, and the scarecrow has about 
ceased to work. No suggestion of such condition came with the Morrell fund, 
which states accepted and are now using with splendid results, considering 
the meager extent of the appropriation, Every intelligent and sane man in 
the south realizes that mixing of the races in southern scbools ig as im- 
possible as the physical commingling of oil and water. It could not be done 
by Gatling guns and bayonets, and never through the return to the people of 
a just part of their own money for that purpose which will most ben- 
efit them. 

Don Quixote-like, Mr. Edmonds would have us fight a windmill; we 
prefer to fignt for a just and equitable principle, the establishment of which 
means to us the diminution of illiteracy, in respect to which few of the states 
can present figures of which they are justly proud. Georgia’s 30.5 per cent 
of illiteracy of persons over ten years of age looks mountainous beside 
Germany's five-tenths of 1 per cent, or England’s 3, or France’s 5. 

We stand today where France stood after Sedan. What France has 
done in fomy years, in great part by government aid to education, we may 
do in fifteen or less, if the government of the people and by the people. does 
what it ought to do for the people. 
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MR. BRYAN AS 1HE LOGICAL LEADER. 


The New York Tribune is of the impression that where the southern 
democracy is not wholly spineless, it is in that negative condtiion of fluidity 
which Causes it to mold itself, without any ultimate purpose, into whatever 
shape may be demanded by the political exigencies of the moment. 

Elaborating on this conception of the attitude of southern democratic 
leaders, The Tribune says: 

They have ceased to have a will and purpose of their own in na- 
tional politics, and content themsel ves with taking directions from 
others. They have played the opp ontunist with cynical complacency, 
swinging from Cleveland to Bryan, from Bryan to Parker, and from 
Parker again to Bryan without the slightest ‘inward or outward com- 
punction. They have accepted implicitly the watchword of Senator 
Rayner’s original and ideal democ rat, lago—‘I am not what I am.” 
Unusual conditions in national politics may have justified The Tribune’s 

criticisms so far as they apply to past history. The south, against its judg: 
ment and in misguided zeal for and loyalty to the common cause of democ- 
racy, yielded its convictions at previous conventions and worked with what 
energy and good faith it possessed for the success of democratic principles. 

What The Tribune views as apathy, or vacillation, was, in reality, an | 
effort on part of the south to preserve the cohesive fighting force of the 
national democracy, though that concession was proved, in the last campaign. 
to have been a futile one, assuming, in the tale of the ballots, the propor- 
tions of a disastrous error. 

There will be no “cynical complacency” or “opportunism” in the future. 
The developments of the last three years have put that out of the question. 

They have left the southern democracy, the national democracy, no al- 
ternative. It is simply the support of William Jennings Bryan for next years’ 
nomination . 

This, for the simple reason that every policy of constructive reform now 
under way in this nation originated with the Nebraskan. Each issue which 
has contributed to the strength and popularity of Mr. Roosevelt was first 
broached by Mr. Bryan. Every one of the contentions on which he based his 
two campaigns have been vindicated. Mr. Roosevelt is due infinite credit 
for materializing, against the antagonism of his own party, many of the 
measures for the inauguration of which he is receiving credit. The Con- 
stitution, which has always entertained a warm admiration for this remark- 
able man, willingly concedes him this courageous achievement. 

But he is only the foster parent. Mr. Bryan is the actual father. His 
courage, his patience, his persistence against odds and defeat, paved the 
way for the great economic, industrial and political reconstructive movemént 
in which the heart and conscience of the country are enlisted. | 

Under whatever name and in whatever guise appearing, they are the 
policies of Bryan that are on the road to fulfillment in America today. 
That is why, despite the obvious efforts to disparage Mr. Bryan, and to mis- 
construe his every utterance, the southern and national democracy sees in him 
its inevitable ieader.

tion within the corporate limits as 116,000.

The 146,000 patrons of the postoffice are, virtually, citizens of Atlanta. 


The majority of them, of course, living within the corporate limits are 
classified ag such. The others, dwelling on continuations of city streets and 
svenues or settlements immediately contiguous to some one ward limit, are 
citizens in fact, if not by legal technicality. 

They are dependent upon the city, or to its proximity, for their living. 
The majority of them are engaged in business in Atlanta. They profit by 
its growth end facilities—-electric lights, water supply, street car system, 
paved thoroughfares and other municipal utilities. 

®ince they enjoy the benefit of these Advantages in as great a degree 
as the man who is a bona fide Atlantan, but who happens to reside just on 
the other side of the imaginary dividing line between the municipality and 
its environs, is it not fair and logical that they should consent to an 
extension-of the limits which will make them actual residents,of the city, 
and place upon them a just share of the burdens of administration? 

Several years ago, when the limits were extended and the ward forma- 
tions readjusted, many of the residents just without the new boundaries 
opposed further encroachment at that time, agreeing, however, to come into 
the city with the taking of a new census. That time is now here! 

It is to be taken for granted that the residents of the adjacent populous 
districts will fulfil their pledges and agree to incorporation. 

Both the city and these prospective citizens have everything 
nothing to lose by such policy. 

It is the duty of the special committee, and of the general extension 
commities,,and of council, to give careful attention to the matter of ex- 
tending the city’s corporate limits so as to include all contiguous populated 
communities now within immediate touch of, and yet outside the limits of 
the city. Bvery such community ought to be brought into the city with the 
next extension. 

As to the smaller towns and incorporated communities adjacent to At- 
lanta, there is no doubt that the interest of most of them would best be 
served by bringing them into the city limits of Atlanta. 

The incorporation of these communities as a part of Atlanta should be 
taken up in the general extension movement, with the view of ascertaining 
the sentiment of such townships. This can very readily be done by negotia- 
tions between the special extension committee of ‘ten and committees appoint- 
ed from the townships respectively interested. As the result of such confer- 
ences, it may be that a general plan can be agreed upon that would be 
satisfactory to all parties. The magnitude of the end in view is certainly

of sufficient importance to justify every reasonable effort toward its ac- 
complishment. 

The way is now open for the creation of the greatest city between New 
Orleans and Washington, in point of population, as well as wealth end in- 
dustries. Cooperation, patriotism and mutual self-interest are involved in the 
plans, and The Constitution confidently expects to see them pushed to com- 
pletion before the convening of the legislature. 
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GEORGIA’S RAILROAD CLASSIFICATIONS. 


Within the last year the state railroad commission has changed the 
classification of five leading railroads in Georgia, reducing by approximately 
10 per cent that increment permitted in their maximum freight charges in 
1893-94, as a result of the prevalent business depression of that period. 

Not one of these reclassifications has yet become effective. Two of them 
were recently ordered and the period of due notice has not yet passed. In 
the three other cases, acted on some months ago, the commission’s orders 
are heid up by injunction in the United States court, with no prospect of 
final determination of the litigation for some months to come. It is nat- 
urally presumed that the two railroads most recently dealt with will pursue 
a like course, and that pending the final action of the court, none of those 
reductions wil become effective for an indefinite period. These injunction 
suits are all based on th eanti-confiscation clause of the federal constitution, 
and the effort is being made to give a legal demonstration of the claim that 
the commission’s orders seek to take the property of the railroads without 
due process of law. . 

The law creating the railroad commission empowers it to prescribe just 
and reasonable rates on all lines of transportation in the state, and in car- 
rying out this injunction there are many details to which that board must 
give consideration. In the present cases the commission has given quite 
conservative consideration to that marvelous growth of traffic which has 
continued to increase net earnings year after year until now there is scarce- 
ly a mile of railroad in the state which, on a fair basis of capitalization, is 
not a paying concern. Not only have the conditions which called for the 
increased rates granted in 1893 disappeared, but corporate prosperity has 
come in extent greater than was known prior to that time. Still the com- 
mission did not withdraw the full increase then granted; their reductions 
were less than half the increment to the standard tariff then allowed. 

With attractive sophistry it has been argued by the railroads that the 
law maintaining their right to earn a fair return upon investment does not 
confine the corporation to this or that particular year, but must apply 
throughout a period of years, so that if it earn nothing one year, it is lawful 
that it should earn double what may be considered a fair return, conditions 
permitting, the year following. The absurdity of an argument which calls 
upon the public to make up past business losses needs no comment. 

It is present conditions with which the commission is dealing. It finds 
today that the net earnings per mile of the five railroads whose maximum 
rates it has ordered reduced by less than 10 per cent, enables them to take 
care ‘of a capitalization, on a 5 per cent basis of $28,000 to $46,000 per mile. 
Here are the per mile net earnings which these railroads made last. year: 
Southern railway, $1,393.47; Seaboard, $1,577.06; Central of Georgia, 
$2,103.17; Georgia Southern and Florida, $2,109.64, and Atlantic Coast Line, 
$2,348.88. 

With showings sist as these it is difficult to see how the doctrine of 
confiscation becomes applicable, particularly when it is considered that the 
proposed reductions affect but a smal] proportion of the present rates—in 
fact, none but those between non-competitive points. In view of all the 
facts, it is hard to find wherein lies ground for just complaint against the 


commission’s apparently conservative action.

ID free negroes in the south 
before the civil war own ne- 
gro slaves?’ This inquiry,

to Judge C. J. Weilborn, Georgia state 
librarian, has, says the recipient, been 
contradictorily answered. Some of the 
persons he has questioned about it are 
sure that free negroes occasionally 
owned negro property, while others are 
confident that this was not permitted 
by the southern state governments. 

Judge Wellborn, in examining the 
Georgia laws as to the matter, finds 
that these practically forbade a free 
negro to own slaves, though there was 
.a clause allowing a negro, under cer- 
tain restrictions, to purchase his wife. 
In my childhood I knew of one free 
negro who bought his wife and child. 
This was in south Georgia, the negro 
was a bricklayer and he owned a small 
house and farm. The wife he purchas- 
ed worked in his corn field, together 
with her child. 

One of our most reliable citizens— 
Captain E. 8. Riley—is a native of 
South Carolina. He tells me that in 
that state—where the laws concerning 
slaves are supposed to have been ex- 
treme—free negroes certainly did own 
negro slaves. There were, he says, séev- 
eral such negro slave owners in and 
near Beaufort. They were jJndustrious 
and enterprising—a rare condition 
among ante-bellum free negroes, who 
wre notably indolent and shiftless In 
Captain Riley's neighborhood there was 
a free negro settlement—back in the 
“piney woods’—called the Calf Pen. 
The colored farmers in this settlement 
were so idle and improvident that 
their white neighbors were obliged to 
help them, or they would have starved. 
It became necessary for white men to 
ride over the Calf Pen settlement, in- 
spect the fields and threaten to whip 
those who had neglected or abandoned 
their crops. These free negroes were 
so unreliable that they were seldom 
hired by white people. The only labor 
they could be induced to take an in- 
terest in was conveying rafts of lum- 
ber to Savannah—an occupation in 
which there was so much danger to 
life that planters and lumbermen 
were unwilling to have their slaves un- 
dertake it, and for this reason hired 
raft hands from the free negro set- 
tlement. 


a free negro and a white man struck 
a bargain while on the raft, to the ef- 
fect that the white man should claim 
the negro as his property and sell him, 
the profits to be divided between the 
two. On landing in Savannah the plan 
was carried out, the negro was sold to 
the owner of a livery stable for $1,500. 
The darkey in return for the sale of 
his birthright received only about $20. 
He had hoped to run away, and get 
back to the Calf Pen and freedom, but 
the stable man got a hint of the fraud- 
ulent game and sold the poor fellow to 
a Louisiana planter. Once.on a plan- 
tation on Red river—the cotton para- 
dise—there was no more hope of free- 
dom. 

I am not informed as to what the 
laws of Louisiana were in regard to 
free negroes before the war, 
think these negroes in some instances 
must have owned slaves. I knew sev- 
eral well-to-do free Creole negroes who 
hed cotton farms in the fertile swamp 
lands bordering on small bayous, that 
were cultivated by other negroes, not 
of the owner’s family, retainers of the 
house and practically slaves. 

In New Orleans, as ts well known, 
there weré hundreds of free negroes,
